| MEXICAN LAND GRANTS. 


Chicago, July 18. —[{Editor of The Tribd- 
une.]—The editor of Tux TRIBUNB falls 


into one fatal error on the Mexican ques- 
tion. He writes accepting the old theory 
of the Divine rights of the king; that 
the decrees of the king are irrevocable, 
and that ownership of land should be 
defended the same as ownership of per- 
sonal property. It is this error that not 
only confuses the Mexican question but 
is the basic cause of wars. About 409 
years ago the queen of Spain apportioned 
Mexico out among a lot of Spanish gran- 
dees, and by having a government that 
enforced these bogus titles they have 
‘kept most of the people of Mexico in ig- 
norance tapes slavery. Now some 
Englishm ave bought, or leased, some 
of these bogus Spanish land grants and 
as, by the discovery of oll, they have be- 
come very valuable, they resent the fact 
that the people of Mexico have revolted 
from their slavery and propose to estab- 
lish a more just system of land titles 
that will.only allow the people who live 
in and are citizens of their country to 
own land therein. The owners of these 
bogus Spanish grants want the United 
States to sacrifice the lives of our citi- 
zens to sustain their title. 

To do so was, and is, the system of 
the monarchlal form of government. Be- 
cause if they did not gustain their 
grants their form of government would 
end. 

But the republican form of government 
holds to a different view. Its true pol- 
icy is to defend the lives of its citizens, 
but if they go into another country and 
invest their money they take their own 
chances of the justice and fairness of 
that government. Man must not be sac- 
rificed for the dollar. But human life 

will be defended by the sacrifice of hu- 

man lives if necessary. Woodrow Wil- 

son understood this in 1915 in his Mex- 

ican policy.
